Heed Safety Precautions 


Using Electrical Tools 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Along with the many mod- 


ern uses of electricity 
in 


your back yard and the bless- 
ings they b e s t o w come a 
few hazards. The National 
Safety Council has some sug- 
gestions for avoiding them: 


• Don't build a Ireehouse 


within reach of utility lines. 


• Don't use your electric 


hedge trimmer near a lawn 
sprinkler or in the rain. 


• Never stand in water or 


wet grass when using any 
electrical tool and, if a tool 
tails into water, unplug it 
before pulling it out. 


• Don't plug more than 


one high-voltage tool into a 
single outlet. 


• Be careful not to cut the 


electric cord when using an 
electric 
mower and don't 


splice a cut cord—replace it. 
The cord should be a bright 
color that contrasts with its 
background. 


• Don't put your televi- 


sion antenna near a power 
line. 


• Keep electric c o r d s 


away from your charcoal 
grill as it could melt the in- 
sulation. 


• Be sure all extension 


cords are in good condition. 


• Don't use radios (ex- 


cept transistor type), tele- 
vision 
or electric record 


player in a wet area, espe- 
cially at pool side. 


• Don't string an electric 


cord over water. 


• Be sure cords to trailer 


are 
heavy-duty type 
and 


properly 
placed, 
attached 


and grounded. 


Q—I have had three nerve 


blocks for scalenus anticus 
syndrome. I am taking a 
muscle relaxant but neither 
treatment has helped me. 
What causes this disease and 
w h a t 
treatment 
do you 


recommend? 


A—In this syndrome, the 


scalenus anticus m u s c l e 
presses on the nerves of the 
brachial plexus and causes 
pain, tingling or numbness 
in the shoulder and 
arm. 


liaising the arm over the 
head usually aggravates the 
symptoms. When muscle re- 
laxants and nerve blocking 
do not give relief, it may be 
necessary to cut the offend- 
ing muscle. 


Q—What Is the cause and 


treatment of retroperitoneal 
fibrosis? 


A—This is a fibrous mass 


in back of the rear wall of 
the abdomen and pelvis. The 
cause is unknown. No treat- 
ment is needed unless the 
mass obstructs the ureters 
leading from the kidneys to 


the bladder. The treatment 
includes an operation to free 
the ureters, deep X rays to 
shrink the fibrous mass and 
hydrocorlisone to relieve in- 
flammation.

Blamed on 
Maintenance 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


fects and improper maintenance 
on American i-ailroads are ma- 
jor causes cited by government 
safety experts for derailments 
which have soared 105 per cent 
in seven years. 


The derailments—sometimes 


involving trains hauling danger- 
o u s 
cargoes—increasingly 


threaten towns and cities along 
the tracks with economic disas- 
ter 
and evacuation of entire 


populations. 


Records 
show 
authorities 


have ordered 53 communities 
evacuated since 1964 after de- 
railments 
of trains carrying 


hazardous materials. 
Twenty- 


five of the cases were last year. 


The evacuation—causing de- 


railments left 12 persons dead, 
155 injured and property losses 
totaling millions of dollars, 


"It is obvious that in railroad 


transportation we are facing a 
new dimension in accident expo- 
sure," Chairman John H. Reed 
of the National Transportation 
Safety Board told a congression- 
al committee last year. 
" . . . The railroad safety pic- 


ture is serious, particularly in 
light of higher speed, longer and 
heavier trains, the possibility of 
a major catastrophe is ever 
present." 


An Associated Press study of 


government records on train ac- 
cidents disclosed; 


— The number of derailments 


increased from 2,671 in 1961 to 
5,407, 7 in 168 -all but a handful 
involving freights. At the same 
time train miles traveled de- 
clined 5 per cent. 


•^Derailments blamed on de» 


fects or improper maintenance 
of rights-of-way and structures 
soared 310 per cent, from 577 in 
1961 to J800 Jo 167, the last 
year for whjch ttet data was 
available.
